After haviog the bark under eeizure for twenty dnys,
during which time they hroke open her Latches,and
used abusive language, and failing to fall in with s United
Slates vessel, the Vesuyios finally allowed ber to proceed.

Brutal Assaunit Upon a Lady.
DUTRAGEOUS ATTACK ON THE WIFE OF ROGBEET B.
ROOSEVELT.

‘We some weeks ago announced that a brutal attack had
been made on the nocomplished lady of Bgbert B. Roose-
velt, an attorney and counselior at luwgf this city, at

for an instant ehe appesred to be stunned by the blow,
but immediately recovering her senses, she discovered a
man gtanding by the side of, and moviog forward with
the wagon, £he at once raised her whip and struck-at
the roffian, which had the effect to frighten her horse, and
the animal immediately started off. Whether she had
any further tussle with the villain or not she could not re.
collect, a5 she wus bereft of her senses, nnd about half an
hour afterwards she was digcovered by gome friends, who
wrere riding along the road, lying in her wagon senseless.
